that ic was fo, And moreover he whifpered mein the eare; That I was the caufe why 
the Bifhop of Lincolxe fhould not bee againe admitted into favour, and into the 
Court.

of December,in the mideft of their Chrittmas lovialitics, and Cathedral] Gambajls, 
the Vane which had che Archbishops Atmes init, had a tumbling catt ftom chi 
Toppe of the Steeple,being ftrucke downe by a {troke ftom Heaven in a fearefull rem. 
peit. The Archbifhops Armes in the fall pulled downe the toppe of the Pinnacle 
which upheld them and being carried (partly againit che wind Ja good diltance from 
the Steepleon which they ttood,fell upon the roof ofthe Cloyfter , in the concave 
and lower part whereof the Armes of the Archbifhopricke of C anterbury were Car- 
ved in Stone;which Armes in the Cloy{ter were dafhed and broken in peeces by the 
Armes that fell ttom the Steeple; The Armes o if the prefent Archbifhop of Cawter- 
bury breaking dowme the Armes ofthe Archbifbopricke, and Sea of Canterbury , The fall 
was fo violent, that it brake through the Leads , Plankes, Tymber, Stone-Arch 
of the Cloylter,and made an imprefiion in the pavement of the Cloyfler,as ific had 
beene done with a Canon fhot,which is partly to be feenear this very day , though 
repaired, being very neere the place, where thar proud Arch-prelare of Canterbury, 
Thomas Becket.was calt downe headlong in that Cathedral for his Treafon and Re: 
bellion. The Cathedralifts hereupon rooke dow ne the other three Vanes,and repaired 
the Cloyfter withall {peed and fectecy,that fo leffe notice might be taken of this re- 
markable ruine. 

Neither was this fad Omen fingular, but feconded with others both at Lambeth 
and Croyden the felfe~fame night,as ap peares by this paflagein the Archbifh ops Diary 
under his owne hand. December 27. 1639. Friday -being Saint Iehng day at night, 
betweene r2.and 2, of the Clocke the next morning , rhe greate(t winde that ever 
I heard blow: many of thé Watermen at Lambeth had their Boats tumbled up and 

" downe,and broken to peeces ,as they lay on che Land. Oneofmy feryants went to 
London,and durit not come home that evening the weather was fo foule: rhae night 
the Shafts of two Chimnies at Lambeth were blowne downe upon the reofe of his 
Chamber,and beat downe both the Lead and Rafters upon his bed: where had hee 
beene chat night he mult have perifhed, At Croyden one of the Pinnacies fell form the 
Steeple,beat downe the Lead,and the roof of the Church neere 20. Foote fouare, Alt 
which,compared with the fincking ofthe Lambeth Ferry-boat with the Archbifhops 
Coach-horles Coach and men ro the bottome of T, hames Sept. 19,.1633.the very firft 
day he removed from Fulham to Lambeth houfe, was no doubt an ominous Prefage of 
his owneand the Atchbithopricks fineking through his pride and violence. 

The ath. isthis, That his Majefty in the Moneth of February v64r. cafuially paf 
fing through the Citie of Canterbury with the Queene to Dover, did in Saint’ ys 
Giftines Abbey of Canterbury (the firlt Atchbifhop of chatSea Jagne the A& of Parlia- 
ment againft the Bifhops Votes in Parliament iwhich AG unlorded our Lordly Prelates, 
and gave them a fatall overthrow, {ich as (trucke proud Canterbury dead at heart and 
undermined all his Prelaticall defignes, to advance the Bithops Pompe, and Power. 

The lat is, his owne fatal] Dreame at O.xford,long fince publithed,and lately at- 
tefted from his owne mouth at his Tryall in the Lords Houle, the fumme whereof is 
this: That when he was a young Scholler in Oxford, he dreamed one night, that he 
came to farre greater preferment inthe Church and Power in the State. then ever a- 
ny man of his birch and Calling did before him: in which greatneffe and worldly hap- 
pines he continued many yeares;but after all thjs hapineffe, before he awaked,he drea- 
med he was hanged, The firtt part of this Dreame,hath been long fince teally verified, 
and the conclufion ofit.is in all probability like to be {peedily accomplifhed upon the 
Clofe ofhis Tryall:_ The exa& Compleate Relation whereof, may (God affifting and 
the Parliament commanding)hereatier follow in its order wherein the atiminal} part 
of his life will appeare moft foule,and deteftable,in all the Particulars of his Impeach.
